REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Liberman discloses a radiation blocking device having a radiation shield and a 
connector for use with a portable communication appratus such as cordless or cellular 
phone in which the connector of the radiation blocking device is attached to the 
antenna. The reference does not disclose the detachable coupling assembly mounted 
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on the radiation shield assembly in such a way that the radiation shield is folded in the 
rear of the cellular phone in combination with the rest of the limitations in the claim. 

Schwanke disclose a cellular telephone having a electromagnetic radiation shield 
in which the shield is mounted to the housing of the telephone in such a way that the 
shield is foled in the front of the cellular phone. The reference does not disclose the the 
detachable coupling assembly mounted on the radiation shield assembly for the 
radiation shield to be folded in the rear of the cellular phone in combination with the rest 
of the limitations in the claim. 

The combination of the references described above do not teach the 
implementation of the coupling assembly for the radiation shield to be placed in the rear 
of the cellular phone in combination with the other limitations in the claim. 

The other cited prior art references do not teach or suggest of coupling assembly 
in combination with the other limitations in the claim.
